WORK FOR HI6H SCHOOL BOYS 


Anx ious to Ge t Into the 20 0 ,0 0 0 Clas s 
— City is Pay ing for the Work 
— W ill Aid the Gov e rnme nt 
in

Part. 


Omaha, 
Neb., 
April G.—Nearly a 


hundred high school boys, working 


under the direction of Census Enu­ 
merator Chaiies L. Saunders, of this 
district, began today to take a pre­ 
liminary census of the city of Oma­ 
ha. 
It is expected that the work of 
the boys will be of great assistance 
in taking the official count, which be­ 
gins April 15, and will aid the regular 


nose counters in finding every man, 
woman and child in the Nebraska me­ 
tropolis. 
It IS confidently predicted 
that the census will show’ that Oma­ 
ha’s present population is nearly dou­ 
ble what it was ten years ago, when 
• 
it w’as 102,555. 
This plan was evolved by Mr. Saun­ 
ders and will he paid for by the busi­ 
ness men of Omaha. 
Official enu­ 
merators have been hard to secure in 
Omaha. 
Feeling it necessary to have 
some means of checliing them, Mr. 
Saunders proposed the 
hoy 
census 
takers. 
The government furnishes enumer­ 
ators with all the prelimnary blanks 
they need, printed on white paper, 
w’ith the schedules on one side and 
directions for reporting on the other. 
These schedules will he taken out by 
the high school boys and one left for 
each family in the city. 
The city has been divided into nine­ 
ty-three districts. Each hoy will have 
a district and will be 
expected 
to 
leave a schedule with each *ami!y 
and also to make a count of his own. 
All the report each boy will have 
to make is on small cards about the 
size of a postal card. 
On these he 
writes the number of every house in 
his district, together with the total 
number of people sleeping in that 
house. 
His count ends there, and he 
leaves the schedules to be picked up 
by the official enumerators if they are 
filled in; if not the enumerator must 
ask the questions and do the filling 
in. 
The boys’ cards will show the total 
number 
of 
people in each distrlcL 
and working in the same districts 
the official enumerators will be ex­ 
pected to get an equal number or he 
sent back over their routes. 
The campaigm^ to get 
every 
one 
counted will he extended after the 
official count, the 
Omaha 
business 
men having luiblished thousands of , 
cards to he mailed or sent in to the 
Commercial club by people who did 
not see the census man.

graduated tax . The b irth of an eldest 
son, for instance, cost a duke as much 
as £ 30, w'hereas a cottager was forced 
to pay only two shilling.^. To b e b orn 
with a •silver spoon In the mouth cost 
money In those days! 
Not only was tjiere once a tax on 
hair powder, b ut hair itself has b een 
called upon to pay Its due share to 
the revenue.
